“Are we going to be equally justi. 
fied In the gcvernment of the Colonial 
Empire?" asked Mr, Macdonald, and 
went on to suy that in most Colonial 
territories the British were still to a 
greater or lesser. degree’ trustees and 
guardians. The British, who, had had 
thrust upon them so many great res~- 
ponsibllities, had ng responsibility 
great than that of governing «the 
Colonial Empire, ; 

. It'was highly desirable that there 
should be regular contact between 
men on the spot and members of the 
Colonial OMice, and here Mr. Mac- 
donald mentioned the Journey of Lord 
Halley and his colleagues, the com- 
pilation of the African survey and the 
Bledisloe commission which visited 
Rhodesin and Nyasaland. There, was 
also the visit of the Moyne Cominis- 
sion to the West Indies, 

Conscious Of Duty 

Mr. Macdonald declared that we 
had got to be more conscious than 
ever -before of our duty to the 
Colonics—We~had~ to--push~ forward 
with the work of giving the Cofonies 
adequate social services, Govern- 
ment’s primary object in the Colonies 
was not the advancement of the scl- 
fish interests of people in the British 
Isles, but the general advancement In 
the best interests of the peoples in 
the Colonies themselves. 

The conspicuous loyalty of the 
peoples of the Colonies was an clo- 
quent testimony to thelr own par- 
ticular comfort in their association 
with the United Kingdom. 

“But there is no room for com- 
placency about our achievements,” 
Mr. Macdonald continued. “We have 
got to be more. conscious than ever 
before of our duty to the Colonics.” 

Mr. Macdonald gave some fllustra- 
tlons of the way in which the Gov- 
ernment is actively pursuing its 
policy of improving the lot of the 
Colonial peoples, He mentioned that 
the governments of Trinidad and 
Northern Rhodesia had given a good 
example of the way in which the 
native Colonial ‘ Governments could 
take part in this work. These Gov- 
ernments had got their legislatures 
fo accept five-yenr plans for social 
and ‘economic development.

“As is generally known,.during the 
past weeks, there has been no pres- 
sure on the Stabilisation Fund, and 
confidence in the national ¢ irrency 
remains unshaken. The Control, 
however, temporarily withdrew sup- 
port on Wednesday to allow the 
exchange value of the dollar to be 
adjusted to a better economic level, 
and thereby to bring the balance of 
trade Into equilibrium, As will be 
remembered, a similar step) was

“It Is confidently believed that the 
new level has now been found and 
can be strongly held.

There was no.bowing-or curtseying, 
but fust friendly greetings.

Lindsay Introduced Mrs, ‘Roosevelt to 
the Queen, after which the whole of 
the United States Cabinet and a 
number of' very high army, navy and 
mirine officers were presented. 

The King wore the full dress unt- 
form, of-an -Admiral-and the: Queen 
was dressed in stecl grey, Mrs. 
Roosevelt wore azure blue. 

The party then entered cars to take 
them on the two-mile processional 
route to the White House. The guard 
of honour stood at attention as the 
band played “God Save the King” 
and the “Star-Spangled Banner,’ 
while the King stood at the salute. 

The King sat on the President's 
right hand fn the first car of the long 
procession, and the Queen sat on Mrs, 
Roosevelt's left hand. 


Wild Enthusiasm 
A huge crowd cheered wildly as. 
the first car started, and the second 
car halted for a moment for the bene- 
fit of photographers who cheered 
loudly in appreciation of the Queen's 
courtesy. 

It was Intensely hot as the royal 
procession drove along tho Pennsy- 
Iwanla Avenuc and the Queen 
opened her white parasol, while 
huge crowds clapped and cheered 
along the ‘length of tho route. , 


Flying Fortress Escort 

The great "Flying Fortresses" of 
the United States alr forces flew In 
formation as an acrial escort. 

President and Mrs, Roosevelt first 
met Their Majesties in the centre of 
the reception room before oa huge 
tenkwood table on which stood a blue 
bow!

Mr. Cordell Hull stepped forward 
and said: “Mr, President, I have the 
honour to present their Britannic

‘President Roosevelt, with a broad 
smile, stretched out his hand and 
sald: “How are you?

POLICY | 


Home Government 
Plan For 
Improvement 


London, June 8. 

“Great Britain: achieved a trium- 
phant success in her rule of the Duo- 
minions,” declared Mr, Malcolm Mac- 
donald,.’Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, in the House of Commons 
to-day when introducing the Colonint 
OMlce estimates. 


He added: “We guided their affairs 
until our government reached the 
glorious climax of being able to ex- 
tinguish {tself, The Dominions hive 
exch become a nation of their own, 
thelr peoples are the undisputed ar- 
biters of their own destinies, and the 
peoples of India and Burma have 
advanced a Song way along the same 
constitutional road, Without doubt, 
the evolution of the British Com- 
monwealth' of free nations is one of 
the happiest and most beneficent 
achievements of all time. 

“Are we going to be equally justi- 
fied in the government of the Coloniat 
Empire?” asked Mr. Macdonald, and 
went on to say that in most Colonial 
territories the British were still to a 
greater or lesser degree trustees and 
guardjans. The British, who had had 
thrust upon them so many great res- 
ponsibilitles, had: no responsibility 
great than that of governing the 
Colon{al Empire. 

‘It, was highly desirable that there’ 
should be regular contact between 
men on the spot and members’ of the 
Colonial OMice, and here Mr. Mac- 
donald mentioned the journey of Lord 
Halley and his collengues, the com- 
pilation of the African survey and the 
Bledisloc commission which visited 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, There was 
also the visit of the Moyne Commis- 
ston to the West Indies. : 

Conscious Of Duty 

Mr, Macdonald declared that we 
had got to be more conscious than 
ever’ before’ ~ of — our duty~"to~ the’ 
Colonies. We had to push forward 
with the work of giving the Colonies 
odequate soclal services: Govern- 
ment’s primary object in the Colonics 
was not the advancement of the scl- 
(ish interests of people in the British 
Isles, but the general advancement In 
the best interests of the peoples in 
the Colonies themselves. 

The conspicuous loyalty . of the 
peoples of the Colonics was an clo- 
quent testimony to their own par- 
icular comfort in their association 
with the United Kingdom. 

“But there is no room for com- 
placency about our achievements,” 
Mr. Macdonald continued, “We have 
got td be more conscious than ever 
before of our duty to the Colonies.” 

Mr. Macdonald gave some iilustra- 
tions of the way in which the Gov- 
emment is actively pursuing its 
policy of improving the lot of the 
Colonial peoples. He mentioned that, 
the governments of Trinjdad and 
Northern Rhodesia had given ‘a' good 
example of the way in which ‘the 
native Colonial Governments could 
take part in this work. These Gov- 
ernnients had got thelr Jegislatures 
to accept five-year plans for social 
and economic development. 

Mr. Macdonald: outlined the mea- 
sures taken to Improve health condi- 
tions in the Colonies and, dealing 
with the Government's policy with 
regard to Inbour, he referred to the 
ercation and extension of Jabour de- 
partments and. the regularising | in 
some Colonies of trade unions.

however, temporarily withdrew sup- 
port on Wednesday to ollow the 
exchange value of the dollar to be 
adjusted to a better economic level, 
and thereby to bring the balance of 
trode into equilibritim. As will be 
remembered, a similar step was 
taken during June 1938, and when 
the level of 8d was found it was 
successfully maintained for twelve 
months, : 


“It Js confidently believed that the 
new Jevel has now been found -and 
can be strongly held. Many goods 
previously imported are now being 
made “at home.” The fnvourable 
harvest foreshadowed by all reports 
will also contribute towards reduced 
imports. Arrangements have been 
completed so that Government re- 
quirements of foreign exchange for 
munitions and other supptics have 
deen taken care of and will not come 
onto .the exchange market. Finally, 
as the Stobilisation Fund has been 
strengthened and further efforts to 
broaden the basis of this Fund have 
been successful, the ability of the 
authorities to maintain the exchange 
will not be questloned. 


“It is further emphasised that 
despite the present adjustment in the 
exchange level, the natlonal currency 
will continue to retain the con- 
fidence of the people because its free 
convertibility is at all times assured.”

London, June 7, 

Tho principal topic on the pro- 
gramme of to-day’s mecting of the 
International Olympic Committee 
was the Fifth Winter Olympic Games 
and the position that skilng competi- 
tions will take on the programme, 

Switzerland, which will stage the 
Winter Olympics of 1940 at St. 
Moritz has declined to Include skiing 
0s, a demonstration competition. 
This announcement from the Swiss 
Olymple Committee was received 
with mixed feelings and although the 
Swiss position regarding this Item was 
made quite clear, it was decided to 
give the Swiss delegate on oppor- 
tunity of conferring with the Swlss 
Olymple Committee. 

Switzerland will have until to- 
morrow noon to reverse their deci-~ 
sion, but it is believed that should 
they continue to refuse to include 
skling In the Olympic programme 
except'ns a regular competition, the 
Winter Olympic. Games will be 
withdrawn from St. Moritz and 
awarded to another country,: 

It was further decided at to-day's 
meeting to include bob-sleigh racing 
with two and four men bobs, In the 
Olympic programme. A motion to 
include hockey, as in previous 
Olympinds and basketball and hand- 
ball {In the 1940 programme was re- 
jected on the grounds that there was 
not time available for adequate pre- 
poration of these items. Whether 
‘these’ ‘sports will be —Included-"in: 
future festivals will be decided at o 
later date. ‘ 

At the conclusion of the mecting 
speeches by the Swiss, American ‘and 
Polish delegates were made, Each 
applied on behalf of his country for 
the privilege of organising the 
Olympic Games of 1044.

Currency 


ANY JAPANESE hopes that the 
fall in rate of the Chinese dollar 
presaged a currency collapse appear 
to have been doomed by the revela- 
tion that the Stabllisation Fund has 
deliberately allowed the rate to fall 
to a better cconomie level and will 
re-enter the market possibly to-day. 
Actually, the Chinese dollar has 
for some time shown a stability which 
in the present state of affairs $s little 
short of astounding and in the un- 
oficial markets in both Shanghal and 
Hongkong has been freely quoted at 
a premium over the Japunese yen. 


“For some months after the out- 
brenk of war even the normal rate 
of 14 pence was held without great 
diMculty until the Japanese attempts 
to force into circulation the notes of 
their puppet Reserve Bank in North 
China compelled the Chinese Goyern- 
ment to institule some restriction on 
exchange. Thereafter, the market 
quotations for the Chinese dollar 
steadily slumped to just over ejght- 
pence, but at that point the currency 
has ‘been {freely convertible into 
forelgn- exchange, a 

Exactly what is the state of the 
Chinese trade balance it is now 
almost impossible to say. Statistics 
for the first quarter of 1039 indicate 
that the adverse balance is somc- 
where between £7,000,000 and 
£9,000,000, but these figures need not 
be taken too seriously, for so much 
trade now passes through channels

view of the statistician.

L. N. Constantine scored: 1,381 runs, 
took 107 wickets, and fielded glori- 
ously, 


Great Performance 


N the drawn game with Essex he 
lashed up 130 in an hour and a 
half. Then he went to the Oval and 
saved the game against Surrey with 
half-centuries in ench innings. The 
next match was at Cambridge; Con- 
stantine tool ten University wickets 
for 86, clean bowling nine of them. 
And so to the Middlesex match. 
Middlesex declared at 352 for six 
wickets, Haig and Hendren having 
scored centurics, West Indies lost 
five wickets for 72 runs.
